Under  date  of  20  August  1962  Mr*  Edward  W.  Brooke  of  26  Crawford  Street,  Roxbury 
requested  in  writing  that  a  meeting  of  this  Commission  be  called  in  order  to 
review  and  reconsider  the  ruling  that  "the  cut-off  time  for  Boston  voters  who 
wished  to  establish,  change,  or  cancel  their  Party  enrolment  for  the  September  18th 
Primary  would  be  at  five  o'clock  P.M*  on  August  17th". 

Mr.  Brooke  was  notified  to  appear  before  this  Board  at  11  A.M.  on  Tuesday, 

21  August  1962,  and  did  so  appear. 

He  presented  in  great  detail  his  views  on  this  matter,  and  at  his  completion, 
the  Board,  in  executive  session,  voted  to  ask  an  opinion  of  the  Law  Department. 

Commissioner  Smith  moved  that  the  Law  Department  be  asked  for  an  opinion. 
Commissioner  Pfau  seconded  the  motion. 

Commissioner  Lasker  opposed  it. 

Commissioner  Lasker  then  phoned  the  Law  Department  and  as  a  result  Acting 
Corporation  Counsel  William  A.  McDermott  and  Mr.  William  H.  Kerr  appeared  at  this 
office.  They  were  familiarized  with  the  matter  in  question  and  took  it  under 
advisement.  Subsequently  they  returned  to  this  office  and  rendered  the  following; 

The  Acting  Corporation  Counsel,  William  A.  McDermott,  was  present,  and  understood 
the  question  to  be 

Whether  the  provision  in  G  L,  C  53,  S  38,  as  amended  by  C  74  of  the 
Acts  of  1959,  that  "a  voter  may,  except  within  a  period  beginning 
with  the  thirty-first  day  prior  to  a  primary  and  ending  with  the 
day  prior  thereto,  establish,  change  or  cancel  his  enrolment  by 
forwarding  to  the  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters  a  notarized  certi¬ 
ficate"  requesting  the  same,  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  second 
paragraph  of  G  L,  C  50,  S  4,  which  provides  that  "All  certificates 
of  nomination  and  nomination  papers  and  other  papers  pertaining  to 
primaries  and  elections  required  by  law  to  be  filed  on  or  before  a 
specified  day  shall  be  filed  not  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  said  day". 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Acting  Corporation  Counsel  that  the 
paper  in  question  was  not  a  certificate  of  nomination  or  a  nomina¬ 
tion  paper,  or  other  paper  pertaining  to  a  primary  or  election, 
but  was  a  paper  pertaining  to  the  enrolment  of  a  voter  in  a 
political  party,  and  so  did  not  come  within  the  provision  of  the 
second  paragraph  of  G  L,  C  50,  S  4* 

Therefore,  it  was  his  opinion  that  there  being  no  hour  specified 
in  G  L,  C  53,  S  38,  as  amended,  a  voter  might  cancel  his  enrolment 
up  to  10  o’  clock  in  the  evening  indicated  by  G  L,  C  51,  S  26,  as 
the  time  limit  for  definitively  establishing  the  voting  list.

Acting  thus  upon  the  advice  of  the  Law  Department  as  set  forth  on  the  pre¬ 
ceding  page,  and  received  from  Acting  Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  William  A.
